{hall never fail; yet ſo were they daz- 


zled by my Agents, and their own De- 
ſire of Power, that the Fear of the 
Church's Danger was ſpread far and near, 
and all the thoughtleſs People poſſeſsd. 
that the Puritans, or Anti-Epiſcoparians 


were endeavouring, nay, had near ef- 


fected the Ruin of the Church of  Brg- 
land. But to ſhew you, that I don'c 
depend on meer Chimara's, and that the 
Ifianders are prepar'd for Deſtruction. 
and what the Clergy can do for a good, 
as well as a bad End. They ſpread: 
this Fear when there was not one Fa- 
natick employ'd in any Place of Truft, 
under a Queen, who has done more 
for the Church than all Her Royal, 
Predeceſſors, and was always Her-ſelf 
a Zealous Daughter of that Church, 
and bred in an Averſion to the Con- 
trary Party.
